We have not learned from voters 
that they have voted for negro suf- 
frage at any time, but almost invaria 
bly the contrary at all times. We 
have seen a considerable number of 
very earnest asseverations of that 
character by two or three uewspapers. 
But the people do*not seem to know 


up the idea of “‘ white man’s govern- 
ment’’ and came to the conclusion 
that it was necessary for the good of 
the blacks and particularly to that of 
the whites of Tennessee that negro 
suffrage should be adopted and negro 
voters liberally sprinkled in. Meet- 
ing a member of the Legislature the 
other day, who was an earnest ETH- 
ERIDGE man, we asked him if he voted 
for *‘ universal suffrage’’ in the late 
-etéction. He answered: Perhaps I 
do not know how I did vote, but if I 
voted for anything but to enfranchise 
our disfranchised whites, and to re- 
form abuses, it is more than I know.’’ 
And that is snbstantially the answer 
of almost ever? man we meet. We 
rather think the people will under- 
stand what they intended, and that 
they need no defense against the 
charge of any duplicity or inten- 
tional wrong, and more, that 
it nced not be feared’ they 
wil take away any rights already 
vested, or confer any which may not 
in their judgment consist fully with 
the interests of the State.

Some interesting facts in relation to the 
national banks are furnished by an article 
in the New York Evening Post. It shows 
that. since January, 1868, a period of 
eighteen months, the number of national] 
banks in actual operation has declined 
from ‘1642 t , oWing to numerous re- 
organizations under State laws. ‘he cap- 
ital bas increased at the same time %2,399,- 
000; the surplus or undivided profit has 
increased $24,045,000, and now amounts to 
$126,000,000, or an average of about thirty 
per cent. upon the capital paid in, which 
indicates a profitable business under the 
United States law. The State hank notes 
outstanding are $2,558,874, or about one 
and a quarter per cent. of the aggregate 
of 1862-04. This sum may be aganmed as 


the aggregate joss, burnt or destroyed in 


various ways,in the previous thirty or 
forty years. It shows an annual loss of 
about iifty or sixty thousand dollars, or 
less than three-hundredths of one per 
cent. annual average loss from all causes, 

When we consider the immense extent 
of country over which the $200,000,000 of 
State Bank circulation were distributed 


for the last thirty or forty years, the ii 


sulting loss seems very trifling. The na- 
tional bank circulation at this time is $292,- 
000,000, or abogseven dollars per head of 
the whole population. The gross deposits 
are $720,000,000; which deducting the ex- 
change would give net deposits of about 
$600,000,000. The gross inyestinents of the 
national banks, on which they draw in- 
terest, are $1,170,000,000, on a combined 
working capital and profits of $548,000, 000, 
or more than 150 per cent. beyond their 
capital paid in. One reason for the reduc- 
tion in the number of these banks—no less 
than three inthe city ef New York this 
year—is the easier taxation under State 
laws.’ By the United States law these 
banks pay a tax upon their deposits—a 
tax for taking care of other people’s 
money: while under the bank laws of this 
and other States, this tax was never 
levied, a tax upon the capital being con- 
sidered by the States severally as suffi- 
cient,
